enemy in one tiny room over the tan- 
gle oi clotheslines in the rear of the 
tenement nl 101 NorroJk street,. New 
york. 


Though neighbors were packed iu 
tiers above and around them, 
their 
hlood was shed so secietly some time 
on Wednesday last, so the police fix 
the lime, that it was not until Sunday 
that tiie hundred people in the tene- 
ment knew lUat for four days a quar- 
ter inch of pinehoard 
had 
screened 
liiurder from their eyes. 


They would not have been discover- 
ed then if it had not been that Aaron 
Futterman, the only son, came down 
to the Norfolk street tenement to pay 
a visit to his aged parents. 


The body of Isaac, garbed partially 
in his underclothes, sat on the edge of 
a couch bed, with the naked shoulders 
propped against the wall behind. 
His 
head was thrown back, so that his long 
white beard of a patriarch tilted rak- 
ishly toward the ctiling. His right eye 
was 
gone 
and 
the 
empty- 
socket 
showed a wound that had^ penetrated 
to the brain; such a woimd as might 
have been made by a butcher*s steel, 
Df Boroe other dull-pointed, slender ob- 
ject pushed viciously upward through 
the eye and into the brain. There was 
another 
wound, which was 
plainly 
vicious mutilation, done after 
death 
had been caused and inspired by no 
possible motive except insane revenge. 


Over opposite the place where the 
6ody of Isaac sat was a featherbed, 
with two great feather comforiers such 
as the Russians use, piled high upon 
it. The police pulled back the thick 
top covering and found huddled there 
in the bed the body of Rebecca, in her 
nightclothes. The woman's right eye 
was gone.. A wound had been made 
there similar in every respect to the 
wound that had been the death of 
Isaac.

RiCHESON TO MAKE 


PLEA OF GUILTY 


Dsaih Seiitsnce to be Imposed 


on Goní3ssed Murderer. 


A 
self-confessed 
murderer, 
Rev, 
Clarence 
V. 
T. 
RIcheson 
will 
be 
brought into the court room in Bos- 
ton and will be given opportunity to 
plead before Judge Sanderson in the 
superior court to having killed Avia 
Linnell, his young sweetheart, by poi- 
son. 


If Judge Sanderson accepts the first 
degree plea, a sentence of death will 
be imposed, and then the 
attorneys 
for the defense wlU start their battle 
to have Governor Foss and his council 
reduce the sentence to life imprison- 
ment, basing their contention upon his 
self-inflicted mutilation and on his con- 
fession, which saved the government 
a long and expensive trial. 


If the plea is not accepted by Judge 
Sanderson the trial will commence on 
Jan. 15 as originally planned, and thn 
confession, signed by Richeson, and 
turned over to the district attorney, 
will be used as evidence against the 
young minister. 


Sensational in the extreme was the 
voluntary confession of the clergyman, 
wrung from him in his cell by the 
agony of a tortured mind. He wrote, 
addressing his counsel: 


"Gentlemen—Deeply penitent for my 
sin, and earnestly desiring, as far as in 
my power lies, to make atonement. I 
hereby confess that I am guilty of the 
offense of which I stand indicted. 


"I am moved to this course by no 
Inducement of self-benefit or leniency, 
Heinous as is ray crime, God has uot 
wholly abandoned me. and my con- 
science and 
manhood, however 
d e 
praved and blighted, will not admit ol 
my still further wrongdoing by a pub- 
lic trial her whose pure young life 1 
have destroyed. Under the lashings ol 
remorse, I have suffered and am suf- 
fering the tortures of the damned. In 
this I find a measure of comfort. In 
my mental anguish I recognize that 
there is still, by tho mercy of the mas- 
ter. so»ie remnant of the divine spark 
of goodness still lingering with me. 1 
could wish lo live only because within 
some prison's walls I might, in some 
small measure, redeem my sinful past, 
help some other despairing soul, and, 
at last, find favor with my God. 


"You are instructed to deliver this 
to the district attorney or to the judge 
of the court."

cusing his wife of attempting to kill 
them all by mixing ground glass and 
strychnine with the powdered sugar. 


The wife, who is thirty-five years 
old, was committed to prison by the 
squire, but her brother 
and 
sister 
came to her rescue and furnished $too 
bail for her appearance at a hearing 
jun Saturday aitenioon. 


The motive, according to the fam- 
ily's statement, is dissension, the as- 
sertion being made that they did not 
get along well and that quarrels were 
frequent because Kulp's parents and 
sister objec'teci to tlie bride. 


Born in Floyd county, Va., Aug. 18, 
184G, liobley Dunglison 
Evans 
went 
to Washington at the age of eleven to 
live AVith his uncle, a newspaper man, 
upon the death of his father, Dr. Sam- 
uel Andrew Jackson Evans. 
It was 
while attending the public schools in 
Washington that his yearning lor the 
sea first became manifest, as he him- 
self states in his auto-biography, 
Sailor's i^og." 


Securing 
an 
appointment 
to 
the 
naval acarlemy from the Territory ot 
Utah, ho entered that institution on 
Sept. 15, ISGO. 
When war broku out 
between tho states, his mother, as- 
suming that ho would take arms for 
his i-itate against his country, sent iu 
hi.q ».isignation to Washin,t;ton and it 
was promptly accepted. Young Evans 
was .. ermine J, howc'.er, to stand by 
the Union, even against his own fam- 
ily, and had himself reappointed, much 
to his mother^s chagrin. He was grad- 
uated in 18b3, and served with honor 
i 
hroughout the remainder of the con- 
sul. 


i^e becamo a lieutenant in 1SC6, a 
lieutenant commander two years later 
and a commanflor in 1S78. He reached 
the grade of captain in 1893, and as 
such ollir-er served through the Span- 
ish-American 
war, 
commanding 
the 
battleship Iowa at the battle of San- 
tiago 
He was promoted to the rank 
of rear admiral in lOul, thus reaching 
the highest rung in the ladder possible 
without thr» aid (»1' a ypecial act of 
congress 


Rear Adunral Evans had been 
in 
poor health 
for some time, and 
al- 
though 
suffering 
from 
rheumatism 
, when the battleship fleet sailed from 
Hampton Roads in December, 1907, for 
its world tour, he persisted in his de- 
termination to gratify his life's ambi- 
tion 
to take tho fleet around 
Cape 
Horn. 
He was ill during nearly the 
entire voyage and continued so until 
after he was relieved of 
com'mund, 
May 9, 1908, at San Francisco. 


It was during the pei'diod of strained 
relations with (ihilo that ho earned 
the sobriquet of •'lighting Bob." Ho 
was in command of the gunboat York- 
town. ?7iuil. ^el at Valparaiso, which 
place he threatened to elface from the 
topography of Chile in such vigorous 
and earnest language that tho haughty 
I.atin-Amerlcans speedily released the 
American sailors whoso frolic ashore 
had led to a dot and incidentally to 
aij unpleasant diplomatic bituation.

This throat, coming immediately af- 
ter tho Bryan-LaFollette conference of 
Sunday, renewed gossip as to the po«- 
Ribllity of a third party. 


Despite Bryan's protest and threat 
tlie national committee voted in favor 
of Guffey, 30 to IS. R Leo Mountcasil« 
was retained as a member of the com- 
mittee from Tennessee, only one vota 
being cast in favoc of Mr. Vertre#«, 
the contestant. 


Colonel Guffey hurled the charge oi 
"liar" at Congressman A. Mitchell Pal- 
mer, who is contesting his seat, 
Tho 
latter replied that he had spoken tb« 
truth and that only GufTey's a s e pre- 
vented him from making a personal 
matter of the affair 


Mr, Palmer had freely charged In hia 
speech to the committee that 
Colonel 
Guffey had alllliate l with Senator Pen- 
rose, the Reptibllcan leader of Pena- 
sylvanla, and that he had been dla- 
loyal to his party. 


Mr. Bryan took up the argument In 
Mr. Palmer's behalf. He declared that 
he had thrice been the candidate of 
his party for tho presidency, and that 
many millions of people had expressed 
thoir confidence in him. If the national 
committee declined to listen to him 
ho would appeal to tho people. 


During the course of his argument 
acjainst Colonel Guffey, Mr. Bryan se- 
verely 
arraigned 
the 
Philadelphia 
Democrats, popularly known 
as 
the 
Ryan-Donnelly faction of tho 
party. 
Mr. Bryan declared that for years past 
this faction has had a working asree- 
mont with the Republican organization 
and that its sole reason for the present 
contest was for political prestige In 
tho event of the Democratic victory at 
the November election The fact that 
Colonel Bryan's advice wasn't taken In 
the Pennsylvania contest will be much 
all over the country. 
, It is well known In Washlnprton that 
his closest friends had advised him to 
keep out of the Pennsylvania and the 
Tennessee contests, and his failure to 
convince the committee to his way of 
thinking in either will unquesMonably 
damage his prestige as a leader. Tho 
sui)porters of Bryan, however, say he 
was morally and politically right In 
>•' h contests and therefore that be- 
fore the pubic tribunal he will gain 
rather than lose political preferment. 


There ssems little question, 
how- 
ever. in WashlnKtcn that Bryan will 
favor Woodrow Wilson for president 
The manne:- of his answer rather than 
his words settled hla position in the 
minds of tho half hundred correspond- 
ents who surrounded him. It was this: 
"Those who want lo be Interested In 
the latter seem interested. Those who 
attach little importance to it, however, 
•probably 
dismissed 
It 
from 
their 
minds." 


This vague explanation Ir taken 1« 
Washington to mean that he does not 
uropose to berate or take side against 
all his critics of years ago and that 
Woodrow Wilson's crlticiPtii of 
him 
at some distant date Is a thing that 
can bo forgotten and forgiven.
